A Police Plant? 


(ZNS) A_ citizen's research 
group has called for an 
independent state or federal inves- 
tigation into the possibility that 
Donald Detreeze— better known 
as “Cinque” of the Symbionese 
Liberation Army-—may have been 
a police informer and provocateur 

[he appeal for the independent 
investigation was made by the Los 
Angeles-based “Citizens Research 
and Investigation Committee” ata 
San Francisco press conference 
last Friday 

The research group charged 
that Defreeze had been an under- 
cover Los Angeles police agent in 
the late 1960"s: the committee also 
Suggests that Defreeze was 
deliberately turned loose last year 
trom a Calitornia prisonin order to 
infiltrate and cause dissension 
among keltist organizations 


A-Plant Corporation 
May Go Bankrupt 


(ZNS) The nuclear power piant 
industry suffered a severe setback 
last week. Sitting at the heart of 
what may be an atomic fiasco is a 
company known as Combustion 
Engineering. Incorporated. Com- 
bustion Engineering is hardly a 
household name-- but to people in 
the nuclear power industry. the 
corporation is synonymous with 
unparalleled success in the atomic 
power field 

Since 1972, Combustion 
Engineering has risen from 
nowhere to become a giant in the 
atomic power plant design in- 
dustry. It quickly established an 
image as the most competent and 
qualified company to construct the 
highly complex nuclear plants 
which are currently scheduled to 
mect U.S. electrical energy 
demands tor the 1980's and 1990's 

Combustion has landed major 
utility contracts, beating out the 
traditional giants of the nuclear 
field, Westinghouse and General 


Electric 

} hen, last week, the whole thing 
began to crumble. The Wall Street 
Journal, in a little-noticed story. 
revealed that Combustion had 
secured many of its contracts on 
risky, if not fraudulent estimates 
The Journal also tound that many 
ot the contract terms threaten 
Combustion with possible ban- 
kruptcy 

The Journal further noted that 
eight directors and 24 other Com- 
bustion insiders have been quietly 
unloading their company stock on 
the market at its former high 
price just prior to a sharp dropin 
the stock's value 

Just a day after the Journal ar- 
ticle appeared, the = stock 
plummeted 2% points, and trading 
on the stock was suspended. If 
Combustion does, indeed, falter, 
some of America’s largest power 
utilities will be left holding con- 
tracts for new atomic power plants, 
contracts that are worthless. 


In terms of documentation, the 
committee has released a detailed 
list of Defreeze’s arrest record 
between 1966 and 1969-—a record 
which shows Defreeze had been 
arrested as many as nine different 
times on various weapons, bomb 
and kidnap charges 

Despite this. said committee 
spokesman Donald 
Detreeze consistently managed to 
stay out of prison. Freed said there 
are indications in Detreeze’s letters 
and court records which intimate 
that the Los Angeles Police 
Department was “using” Defreeze. 
and thus had reason to keep him 
out of jail 

Freed charged that Defreeze 
was being used by police to carry 
out a counter-insurgency struggle 
against what he called “legitimate 
Black liberation groups”, including 
the Black Panther Party 

Freed described the Defreeze 
operation as a small-scale 
Watergate -an Operation he said 
wis directed by the current Califor- 
mat State Attorney General Evelle 
Younger Freed described 
Detreeze as “one of Younger’s 
plumbers.” 

he citizens committee said that 
Detreeze is most probably no 
longer under the control of the 
agencies which allegedly turned 
him loose. and the current S.L.A 
activities may be merely the result 
of a “provocateur gone wild.” 

Freed called tor an inde pendent 
state or congressional investigation 
of Detreeze’s past connections with 
Califorma law enforcement of- 
ficials, predicting that a legislative 
committee would find “frightening 
connections” between Detreeze 
and police agencies. 

Attorney General Younger’s of- 
fice issued a statement following 
the press conference. Press spokes- 
man Jerry Littman said Younger 
categorically denied any connec- 
tion whatever with Defreeze, both 
when Younger was the district at- 
torney in Los Angeles inthe 1960's, 
and alter Younger became state at- 
torney general

The Army admitted this week 
that it has no record of where—on 
its 17,000 acre Rocky Mountain 
arsenal in Colorado—the deadly 
substance is buried. The waste in 
question consists of nearly 150,000 
pounds of a biological warfare 
fungus developed by the Pentagon 
to attack wheat crops. 

The Rocky Mountain Farmers 
Union said it will file a formal 
protest against the Army's 
carelessness in failing to keep 
records of the burial sites. 

The Army, in the meantime, 
says it believes it has narrowed the 
burial area down to about 30 acres 
on land east of Denver, adding that 
it is not positive about the location 
yet 

Said John Stencel of the 
Farmers Union, “It’s rather ap- 
palling to bury it and not know 
where.”

A wheelchair must be 
maneuvered in such a way that you 
push the two wheels at the same 
time to get anywhere.
